City repairs sewer ordinance

Issues concerning East Jordan’s storm 
and sanitary scwers were a main topic of 
discussion at the Sept. 5 meeting of the city 
commission, 

City clerk Kathy O’ Rear presented a de- 
tailed staff report on the problems of en- 
forcing the present sewer hook-up ordi- 
nance. She explained that last September, 
the city council decided to activate enforce- 
ment of the ordinance requiring any prop- 
erty owner within 200 fect of a city sewer 
line be connected within 90 days notice 
from the city. 

After that decision, 39 residences were 
notified by certified mail they must comply 
within 90 days, and pay the current tap fees 
of $1,200, or only $400 if they had proof of 
a previously paid special assessment. 

By the end of September, 1994, the city 
extended the compliance deadline to July 1, 
1995, and the next month, extended the 
deadline again, to Oct. 1, 1995. Bothexten- 
sions were necessary because the city could 
not meet installation requirements in time. 

Over the year since, about half the prop- 
erties (19) have complied with the ordi- 
nance.

Not just a problem 


of compliance 

Administrating the ordinance has been a 
problem in several ways. O’ Rear said pres- 
ently there are nine properties ready for 
installation that the city cannot feasibly 
service by the deadline. Moreover, the costs 
of installations exceeded estimates, and the 
sewer fund does not have enough money to 


_ finance all the installations, in any: case. 


There is also a problem with inequities of 


charges, O’Rear said. While some property - 


owners were charged a $400 tap fee despite 
their proof of paid assessment within the 
last 10 years, others were not required to 
make such proof and were only charged the 
old tap fee of $400. 

O’Rear said she has been unable to find 
any references to sewer assessments in city 
minutes from the 1960s and 1970s, yet 
people are claiming they paid them. 

To simplify the situation, O’ Rear recom- 
mended — and the city commission ap- 
proved — the following changes for the 
sewer installation plan: 


«For properties with proof of payment of - 


a special sewer assessment made within the 
last [0 years, and a sewer tap form com- 
pleted and filed before Oct. 1, 1995, the 
$400 tap fee will be waived. 

© Properties with proof of a paid assess- 
ment prior to 1985 will still be required to 
pay the $400 tap fee. 

* Properties with no proof of paid assess- 
ment will be required to pay the current 
$1,200 tap fee. 

* Postpone mandatory hook-up to eight 


of the properties presently in compliance, 


and allow permits for temporary septic re- 
pairs to be issued by the district health 
department. These permits were on hold 
because the city was requiring sewer hook- 
‘up. The. properties affected are on North 


Lake, South Lake, Mill, Elizabeth, Winter, 
and Prospect streets. 

* Residents who have failed to comply by 
Oct. 1, will be billed for sewer if the public 
system is currently available for tap in, as 
well as a tap fee of $400 or $1,200. There 
are presently 11 such properties. 

* The city staff will work with these 
residents to arrange a billing schedule, and 
in the case of hardship, workable payment 
arrangements. 

¢ The city administrator and city attorney 
will be notified by staff to proceed in en- 
forcement against any properties still not in 
compliance after Oct. 1. 


Overriding planning 


commission 

Commissioner Mike Dionne objected to 
the lack of a drainage plan included in the 
site plan for the proposed motel behind the 
Jordan Valley Express Music Center on 
South Lake Street. 

“Drainage considerations are an impor- 
tant aspect of any building proposal,” said 
Dionne. He did not understand why the plan 
did not include drainage and yet was still 
approved by the city planning commission. 

City clerk Kathy O’Rear said she be- 
lieved the site plan intended to use existing 
natural ditches for drainage. 

Commissioner Lyle Etcher agreed with 
Dionne. 


“That area is historically subject to flood- 
ing, So it’s an important issue to consider,” 


said Etcher. He recommended sending the 


plan back to the planning commission with 
a request to indicate the number and loca- 
tion of drains at the site. The city commis- 
sion agreed on that course of action. 

“I suggest we not approve the final site 
plan until this issue. is resolved, ie said

@ Paving grant possible 

The area from Six Mile Lake Road to the 
public boat ramp may be black-topped at a 
cost of about $5,000, with a portion of the 
bill picked up through public access repair 
grant monies. 

Township supervisor - Robert Pearsall 
examined the site with John Hummer of the 
Antrim Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict last month. 

“He said it should be blacktopped to keep 
the gravel from washing into the lake, and 
there are some grant funds that could pay 


about half,” Pearsall told fellow board mem-_ 


bers. At Hummer’s suggestion, Pearsall 
later got an estimate on paving the recom- 
mended strip. 

“Tt is a problem area, and we’ ll never get 
it paved any cheaper,” he said of the $5,040 
estimate. “We won’t know for sure until 
next year, but if we want to take advantage 


of it, we should get some information to- 


gether.” 
Trustee Donald Holland, who cast. the 


only no vote, said ‘the township’s share of 


project costs could be better used on other 


road improvements. : 
However, it was noted the grant money in 


question can only be used for public access 


repair, and would be Jost under any other .

Let’s talk about your children and my 
children, a resource that each of us hold 
dear. 

On Thursday, Sept. 28, each of us will 
again face a critical ballot issue. The East 
Jordan School District has a space crisis — 
how we choose to resolve this issue will 
impact this community and the educational 
process for the next 20 years. 

I have made a personal commitment to 
actively campaign to support this bond is- 
sue because I believe it’s right for kids and 
right for the future of East Jordan. Please 
take the time to read and contemplate the 
implications and importance of this pro- 
posal. Please consider the responsibility 
each of us has to make a difference. 

Each evening, as Megan and Steve re- 
count the school day, there is always an 
experience, encounter, or situation that we 
laugh or cry over that is directly or indi- 
rectly related to lack of space in the class- 
room, lunchroom, or gym. Unbeknownst to 
them, the mostserious consequence of over- 
crowding is just now becoming apparent — 
the inability to expand curriculum and pro- 
gram opportunities. 

Our children need to be computer litcrate 
and competent, they need contact with a 
greater varicty of math and science, and 
they will bencfit from asclection of foreign 
languages, if space permits. Our children 
face greater challenges than you and I to 
compete for quality employment opportu- 
nities. The East Jordan School District has 
a strategic plan to meet these needs, but 
implementation is currently not possible 
because of student numbers. 

In March, 1995, this very same bond 
issue lost by a very close margin. Only 17 
percent of our children’s parents voted that 
day. That’s 17 percent of-us who realize: 

M Over 900 K-8 students are being fed at 
15-minute intervals starting at 10:40 a.m. 

@ Over 600 K-5 students use an under- 
sized and under-ventilated gym. 

M Middle school restrooms are inad- 
equate and not accessible to the disabled. 

@ Only four of our K-8 class rooms mect 
the national recommendation for size — 14 
of them arc less than 700 square feet, when 
1,000 square feet is the ideal. 

® The middle-school band room was 
eliminated to create two classrooms; book 
storage rooms and stages are now uscd for 
instruction; and the K-5 exploratory sci- 
ence and music programs are taught from 
mobile carts. 

@ Computers are not yet available in all 
our K-8 classrooms. 

@ The learning environment is cramped 
and noisy; there is no space for new pro- 
grams or additional classrooms; and as of 
the 1996-97 school year, the Board of Edu- 
cation has no further place to creatively 
expand. 


The process that led us here 

It may be helpful to give you a brief 
history of how the current bond issue rec- 
ommendation evolved. In 1994, the school 
board re-activated the Facility Review Com- 
mittee (FRC), a 21-member group of indi- 
viduals representing a cross section of the 
community. The school board empowered 
the FRC to recommend the following: 

@ The appropriate size and scope of an 
addition, renovation, or new construction 
project that could satisfy district growth 
and program development for a 15-year 
period. . 

@ The type of construction supervision 


- that would best serve the community and 


the district. | . 
@ The type of bond financing that would 
be most responsible to the tax payer. 
‘As aresult of months of committee work, 
the board adopted the FRC recommenda- 
tions.and placed them on the ballot. 
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Why voters saidno = ‘ 

Understanding the issues that may have 
accounted for the March ballot failure is 
important to realizing its success, Sept. 28. 
Individual feedback we have heard seems 
to focus on a few core issues. 

The first issue centers around Proposal A 
and its effect on our SEV. Two weeks prior 
to that March clection we all received tax 
notification. We were quite surprised to see 
the more-than-expected rise in the SEV 
values. Many indeed felt that Proposal A 
had done nothing for them, and told us soat 
the ballot box. 

As time passed, [ think the community 
realized that “A” indeed protected them. 
This bill has stabilized the homestead tax at 
6 mills, and limits annual increases of tax- 
able SEV to 5 percent or cost of living, 
whichever is less. The net result was a 
significant decrease in property tax for all 
single residence home owners. 

There are also community members who 
feel the Ievel of population growth does not 
warrant anew school, and perhaps the FRC 
and Board of Education should have con- 
sidered an addition rather than new con- 
struction. Some facts you must consider: 

@ At no time in history has the district 
handled so many students — (,267-— without 
the aid of split schedules or portable class- 
rooms. 

B For the last 10 years we have enrolled 
an average of 100 new kindergarten stu- 
dents cach year — during that time we have 
graduated an average of 70 seniors per year. 

M@ In 1965 the K-/2 population was 929; 
in 1995 the K-8 population is 932. 

@ East Jordan has grown at an extremely 
rapid rate — a drive through the countryside 
will verify that. East Jordan school facili- 
ties have not grown proportionally —a walk 
through our halls during school hours will 
verify that. 

@ Our high school is just now receiving 
these large classes of 100; not only are there 
inadequate classrooms for 400 students, 
there is no space to offer a wider variety of 
subjects. Program and curriculum expan- 
sion is essential to distribute the larger 
numbers effectively, as well as to allow the 
district to improve and elevate its course 
offerings. 

The question remains, could the district 
solve its space problem with an addition at 
the middle school only, and save moncy? 

The FRC wrestled long and hard with 
this issue. If we only accommodate the next 
five to seven years of growth, the answer is 
yes, but then another committee will have 
to face the expansion issue again, and at that 
point the solutions become complicated 


~ and expensive. 


The old middle school power plant — the 
boiler and the piping system — is already 
stressed beyond its limits. Any significant 
addition will mandate that it be removed 
and replaced at a cost of about $1.5 million. 

In 1992, the FRC and school board re- 
viewed a comprehensive plan to add on to 
the middle school site with long range plan- 
ning in mind (15 years). We considered 
about 10 classrooms, support storage, ex- 
panded dining facilities, and mechanical 
upgrade to handle the expansion, and el- 
ementary renovation. 

The bid estimates exceeded $5 million. 
When considering a 15-year plan, the dis- 
trict, the community, and the kids ge? a /or 
more for the same dollar value with new 
construction. It costs more to renovate — 
contractors must tear down before they can 
build. Any one who. has remodeled their 
home can confirm that.

diversify curriculum. Should we plan short

term — five to seven years — to lower initial 
costs, limit our curriculum dream, and ne- 
gotiate with taxpayers again in the year 
2001? Or might we plan [5 years at a higher 
cost, create immediate curriculum opportu- 
nities, and eliminate building proposals until 
the year 2010? 

It is my opinion that the FRC and board 
acted with great concern and respect for the 
taxpayers. A 15-year plan, a conservative, 
no-frills building, and a little more than one 
mill to finance the project was well thought 
out. The groups showed a sense of respon- 
sibility for the future of our town. 

Prospective residents look for a strong 
and responsive school system, and in recent 
years our teaching staff has begun to build 
and buy in the district to accommodate the 
education of their own children. 

Finally, the proposal is in the best interest 
of our children and their future choices. A 
strong commitment to technology and a 
broader spectrum of curriculum choices 
will enhance their career and life opportu- 
nities. 

I believe that my involvement in my 
children’s educational process will be the 
single most important reason for their suc- 
cess. Their education is a gift and its out- 
come is my responsibility to supervise. The 
Sept. 28 bond proposal is a chance for all of 
us to unite to provide our children an im- 
proved learning environment and a wider 
range of opportunitics throughout life. You 
can make a difference. 

I encourage cach of you to support the 
bond proposal. The East Jordan student 
family has out-grown the “two-bedroom 
ranch,” and needs a*‘three-bedroom home.” 
I hope you agree and commit to invest in 
our kids and in our community. Thank you 
for your time and consideration inthis most 
important issuc.

As the Children’s Program Coordinator 
at the domestic abuse shelter, I would like 
to tell you about the forgotten victims of 
domestic violence, the children. 

Statistics state that 50 percent of batterers 
abuse thetrownchildren physically or sexu- 
ally. This does not include children who arc 
hurt by flying objects and fists. 

These children grow up with feclings of 
fear, anger, isolation and a low self-esteem. 
When a child lives in a violent home, they 
do not Know a sense of safety or security. 
They do learn that violence is an acceptable 
form of behavior. These children need lots 
of support and reassurance that they are not 
the cause of the violence. 

Children learn what they live, and al- 
though not every child who grows up in an 
abusive home will become an abusive adult, 
there is a significantly higher risk. We need 
to break this cycle of abuse now. 

On behalf of Domestic Violence Aware- 
ness Month, I am asking you to please 
remember the children.

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@ City administrator Carolyn Sutter re- 
ported damage from the Aug. 17 storm and 
flooding will cost the city about $21,000. 
Sutter said city losses, along witha damage 
and loss report on private property, has 
been submitted to the County Emergency 
Management Agency. 

“The county will attempt to get reim- 
bursement from the state,” reported Sutter. 
“But we are told our chances are slight, as 
the amount is not enough to trigger such 
aid.” 

Sutter said Nick Melios, of 601 State St., 
filed a claim against the city alleging inju- 
rics duc to a fall ina hole caused by the 
flooding. In the claim, Melios called the 
hole a result of city negligence. 

The city insurance company is investi- 
gating the claim. 

M@ Federal regulations enforced by the 
State Department of Public Health require 
periodic testing of city water for the pres- 
ence of lead and copper. In recent testing, 
unacceptable copper levels were found at 
two out of 25 testing points. The source of 
the leaching copper is plumbing systems. 

“If the levels are still there in a December 
re-test,” said Sutter, “The state is going to 


give us fouroptions, all of whichare costly.” 

Sutter said the city will do as much as 
possible, although in consulting with her 
brother, anenvironmental chemist, she said 
not much can be done to change the situa- 
tion. 

“No one at DPH seems to know exactly 
how copper in the water causes harm,” she 
added. 

Wi Sutter reported the city vehicle she and 
other staff members use for city business is 
in very poor condition and requested the 
commission replace the car. 

“It has holes in the floor board,” she said. 

Her recommendation as the least expen- 
sive option is to lease a vehicle for $300 per 
month until a Michigan State-funded ve- 
hicle is available. 

Commissioner Mike Dionne protested a 
lease or purchase of a new vehicle. 

“In the past we commonly used the last 
police vehicle taken out of service for the 
city staff,” said Dionne. 

During discussion, commissioner Ruth 
Gee said the last police vehicle was traded 
in last year. She mentioned that any older 
city vehicles were probably purchased used.

Sept. 5 meeting 


Big saving on paving 

As any public official knows, it’s more common for 
projects to go over-budget than under. But township super- 
visor Robert Pearsall received some good news about the 
Antrim County Road Commission bill for paving Skinkle 
Road. 

The project was originally quoted at $182,000 for 2.33 
miles of blacktop, with the township paying $139,000 and 
the county funding the remainder. But due to reduced 
prices for materials, the actual cost to the township was 
only about $94,839, Pearsall said. 


Emergency costs rise 


The annual bill for fire and ambulance services from the 
East Jordan Fire Department will increase from $1,481 to 
$1,946. However, “Compared to what Central Lake charges 
us, that’s still a bargain,” supervisor Robert Pearsall noted. 
That charge — $6,500 — covers only fire department ser- 
vices, he added. 

Pearsall later explained the township is “split roughly in 
half along school district lines” in emergency services 
coverage. 

East Jordan bases charges on previous year statistics for 
the six entitics it serves, with half the bill charged to the city 
and the remainder prorated by valuation among five town- 
ships, he said. 

Efforts to determine the basis for Central Lake Fire 
Department charges have been unsuccessful, he added. 


SDM license approved 


An application for a take-out wine and beer (SDM) 
license for Circle K Country Market was narrowly ap- 
proved. Submitted by Michelle Ketchum, the application 
was little more than a formality, with ultimate control inthe 
hands of thze state liquor commission. 

Despite discussion indicating that without specific docu- 
mentation supporting denial, the township could do little to 
prevent the licensing process, clerk Shirley Folsom and 
treasurer Shirley Beal went on record as opposing the 
action,

Fearing hypothermia, the divers were 
forced to abandon their underwater search 
after three to four hours, but continued 
along the river’s edge. 

All together, the volunteers collected 
about 150 pounds of trash during the Sept. 
10 excursion. They worked in two teams -- 

one group startmg at the Grave’s Crossing 
access, and the other at Webster Bridge 
Road. Members of the on-board crews Were 
Troy Bishop, Caleb Brown, John Hummer, 
Kerry Ovaitt, and Nate Richter. 
; Although most of the trash comes from 
canoers and tishermen, Richter said quite a 
bit was ene trash, probably stirred up 
by the August 17 flooding. 

“The flooding really altered things,” he 
said. “A lot of trash was uncovered by the 
heavy water flow, and a lot of trash prob- 
ably ended up lost in the woods, carried by 
the overflow.” 

The group collected anumber of old cans 
and bottles without deposits. The majority 
of trash collected was drinking containers 
and old coolers, Richter said, although they 
also found an umbrella. and other strange 
items.

Brown recently 
snorkeled the river and told Richter, “You 
know, we saw an awful lot of junk.” 

Junk isn’t all the group saw. Richter was 
encouraged by the presence of more trout 
than he has seen in any past trips, as well as 
excellent water conditions, including very 
good clarity. 

Speaking as vice president of the Friends 
of the Jordan River Watershed, Richter said 
the group hopes to make the river clean-up 
an annual event. It will be planned for a 
weekend following the end of the tourist 
season. 

Richter believes there are many good 
citizens who regularly pick up trash near 
and on the river. FOS will use the event to 
promote that kind of environmental aware- 
ness for those using the river who are not 
quite as conscientious. 

“None of this would be necessary if ev- 
eryone just carried out what they carry in,” 
Richter noted.
